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Queenston the hub of history 


Residents prepare 
to commemorate 
the role of their 
village in War of 
1812

While the Battle of 
Queenston Heights and the 
burial of Brock are consid¬ 
ered important historic 
events with sweeping con¬ 
sequences, they hold added 
significance for the village 
of Queenston and its resi- 

Thousands of people are 
expected to turn up at the 
Queenston Heights battle 
re-enactment Saturday, but 
a few kilometres down the 
road, Queenston villagers 
will have had their own cel¬ 
ebrations to mark events 


that happened, quite liter¬ 
ally, in their own back- 

For although many his¬ 
torians mark the Redan 
Battery, about one-third up 
the escarpment, as the site 
of Brock's death as he led 
the charge of his men into 
battle, Queenston residents 
believe he actually died 
from a musket shot on Kent 
Street, about half way 
between Queenston Street 
and the Niagara Parkway. 

"Although the facts are 
fuzzy, the Kent Street loca¬ 
tion has become pretty 
well-accepted as the site of 
Brok's death," says Jim 
Armstrong, president of the 
Queenston Residents 
Association. 

The location ofthehouse 
where his body was carried 
when he fell has also been 
open to speculation, but 
Queenston residents have 
been assured by local histo¬ 
rian Guy St-Denis that 


Brock's body was removed 
from the field of battle and 
safeguarded in the home of 
Patrick McCabe, who also 
owned a tavern in 
Queenston. The house 
faced the river, and was at 
the south-east corner of 
what are now Queenston 
and Partition Streets. 

Referred to as the Dead 
House, or mortuary, the 
house remained standing 
until the 1920s, when it fell 
into disrepair and was torn 
down. The foundation of 
the house was discovered 
recendy when the present 
owner had some work done 
to add a porch to the house 
now on that site. 

Queenston residents 
have, without funding from 
any level of government, 
planned two commemora¬ 
tive ceremonies to recog¬ 
nize the role of their village 
in national history.

The first is at St. Saviour's 
Church, where a monument 
celebrating the "historic 
social and cultural relation¬ 
ship" between St. Peter Port 
and Queenston, the places 
where Brock was bom and 
died, will be unveiled. The 
service will be held Friday, 
beginning at 2 p.m. 

Saturday, at 10 a.m., the 
Queenston Residents 
Association will dedicate the 
Dead House plaque, with 
Brock scholar St-Denis 
speaking about the impor¬ 
tance of the house. 

The plaque was designed 
by Cameron Porteous, for¬ 
mer head of design of the 
Shaw Festival and a 
Queenston resident whose 


home is close to where Brock 
is believed to have fallen. 

Both impressive plaques 
are being set in stone donat¬ 
ed by Frank Racioppo of the 
Queenston quarry reclama¬ 
tion project, transported 
under the guidance of 
Queenston resident Doug 
King, now retired from a 
career spent building signifi¬ 
cant monuments. 

The residents association 
had originally hoped to have 
a larger granite monument 
recognizing the relationship 
between St. Peter Port and 
Queenston—they were told 
they can't officially call it 
'twinning', smce Queenston 
isn't a town in its own right, 
Armstrong says—overlook¬ 
ing the river, with a garden 
and bench surrounding it.

But the location they had 
hoped for was on unopened 
road allowance, and the 
Town wouldn't give them 
permission to use that site, 
and they didn't get the 
$20,000 funding they had 
applied for. 

So the plaque will sit 
instead on a limestone base 
in front of St. Saviour's. 

"It has worked out very 
well for us. Although there 
were a number of roadblocks, 
we proceeded as the way 
opened, and this is where it 
led us. We will have a nice 
celebration, backed by the 
villagers and the congrega¬ 
tion of St Saviour's, this his¬ 
toric monument will be here 
for a very long time, and we 
did it ourselves."

Sheaffe relatives coming to Queenston 


Two cousins in Australia 
have become involved 
with Canadian and 
American activities to 
commemorate the War of 
1812. 

Paul Sheaffe of New 
South Wales, and Stephen 
Sheaffe of Queensland, 
have been emailing and 
talking with Linda Stanley 
of Campden, Ontario, for 
the past couple of years. 

Stanley is the director 
of the largest collection in 
the world of 1812 artwork. 

Once Brock was killed 
in battle, Sheaffe, his sec¬ 
ond in command, took 
over leadership at 
Queenston Heights. 

Sheaffe would eventu¬ 
ally become Sir Roger Hale 
Sheaffe due to this British 
victory. 

In a search for the por¬ 


trait of Sir Roger Hale 
Sheaffe, Stanley began a 
correspondence with the 
Sheaffes in Australia. Paul 
Sheaffe was the owner of 
various artifacts from the 
War of 1812 passed down 
through the years from 
Roger Hale Sheaffe. 

In August 2012, these 
artifacts were bequeathed 
to the office of the 
Lieutenant Governor of 
Ontario. 

The artifacts include a 
military jacket worn by 
Sheaffe in the early 19th 
century, although it might 
post-date the War of 1812. 

Also included are 
Sheaffe’s ornate sword, 
pocket watch with seals 
and fobs, worn gloves, and 
an assortment of other

on display at the Niagara 
Historical Society and 
Museum in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake during October 
and November.

NOTL residents will also 
breathe a sigh of relief, 
knowing there is an end in 
sight to the odour problem 
they have lived with for 

But in addition to rectify¬ 
ing environmental concerns, 
the new facility will also 
allow local development to 
proceed—in recent months 
own planning approvals 
have been given with the 
caveat that construction 
could proceed dependant 
on sufficient capacity at the 
sewage treatment plant. 

"This is one of the major 
issues I've been involved in 
for a number of years, first 
as mayor and now as region¬ 
al chair," said Burroughs. 
"I've been very nervous 
about whether this day 
would ever come. I haven't 
stopped smiling since I 
heard the numbers." 

In recent months, the 
Lord Mayor and town coun¬ 
cillors were outspoken about 
their impatience at the snail- 
like speed with which the 


project was proceeding, and 
with their frustration that 
the region had targeted a 
date of 2017 for completion. 

It was difficult to listen to 
the criticism without 
responding, said Burroughs, 
who, unbeknownst to town 
council, was attending 
meetings where often-heat- 

ceeding between the region, 
the three upper echelons of 
government and Parks 
Canada—negotiations that 
could not be made public 
until an agreement was 
reached. 

One of the sticking points 
was the lease of the land. 
Infrastructure capital for a 
project on leased land must 
have a guarantee of a mini¬ 
mum of 60 years. The region 
was asking for 100 years. 
Parks Canada was wanted a 
lease of less than 50 years, 
but eventually agreed to the 
60-year minimum, said 
Burroughs. 

"It's been a tough go," 
said Burroughs. 

"There were many meet¬ 
ings, and some of them 


ended abrupdy, with some 
of those present threatening 
to walk out." 

He said at one point the 
negotiations stalled, and he 
feared an agreement would 
not be reached. 

"Three weeks ago I didn't 
think we had a deal. Now we 
have a deal." 

Also under negotiation 
was the remediation of the 
current site of 57 acres, 
which the region will hand 
back to Parks Canada in 
exchange for 10 acres 800 
metres west of the current 
site, down an existing main¬ 
tenance road across 
Lakeshore Road. 

There are some known 
"hot spots" on the site of the 
two sewage lagoon ponds— 
hot spots that don't relate to 
sewage, says Burroughs, cit¬ 
ing the proximity to the for¬ 
mer rifle range as one pos¬ 
sible source of contamina- 

The risk assessment and 
remediation will be the 
responsibility of the region, 
working in partnership with 
Parks Canada, but it's too 


early to say what the future 
of the existing site will look 
like, said Burroughs—the 
ponds will not be part of the 
new treatment facility. 
Although the ultimate use 
for the property will be up to 
Parks Canada, public input 
will be part of the process, 

"At the end of the day, the 


environment is the winner, 
and we'll have an environ¬ 
ment that will be great for 
our children and our grand¬ 
children." 

The new facility will help 
meet current needs and lay 
the foundation for "substan¬ 
tial growth," said 
Nicholson. "It will be good 
for the long-term prosperity 


of the area." 

It should support popu¬ 
lation growth for the next 20 
years, he said. 

The treatment plant is 
probably the largest infra¬ 
structure investment made 
in this riding, said Craitor, 
crediting a partnership of 
politicians working together 
to get it done.

Take a moment to remember our history 


We've been talking about bicenten¬ 
nial celebrations for a couple of years 
now. Volunteers have been planning 
events for about five years. We seriously 
began commemorating 200 years of 
peace in January, with the 2012 New 
Year's Levee.

Thanks to the Advance 
for a fair assessment of 
the Oct. 1 cottage rental 
meeting (Don't Tar all 
Rentals with Same Brush- 
Niagara Advance, Oct. 3). 

The points made by 
the new Niagara Vacation 
Rental Association are 
important because the 
NVRA represents the 
majority of cottage own- 

Grant Hawes and his 
group are expending their 
efforts to reduce and 
resolve future complaints 
from this sector. He 
pointed out that the 
NVRA takes all cottage 
noise complaints very 


seriously and the group is 
instituting a series of 
"best practices" to elimi¬ 
nate the problem in the 
future amongst member 
owners. 

I think many of us 
were expecting to hear a 
lot of complaints. As it 
had previously been 
reported that there were 
400 signatures to a peti¬ 
tion wanting cottages 
banned, it was expected 
that many of these folks 
would be attending the 
meeting as it was an 
important one. 

This was not the case. 
In fact it seemed to me all 
but one of the complaints 
registered at the Cottage 
Rental public meeting 
related to a single house 
on Simcoe Street. 

Although a number of 
complaints were regis¬ 
tered by residents at the 
separate Noise 
Committee meeting, it 


was reported that none of 
these related to Cottage 
Rentals. 

Given that all but one 
of the noise complaints 
seemed to relate to the 
operation of a single cot¬ 
tage rental unit, it would 
be more appropriate, in 
the view of the NVRA, to 
focus on better enforce¬ 
ment of existing licensing 
requirements and noise 
bylaws rather than mak¬ 
ing wholesale changes to 
the zoning bylaws, or 
modifying the licensing 
regulations as has been 
proposed by those affect¬ 
ed by the noise from the 
Simcoe Street unit. 

Limiting rentals in resi¬ 
dential areas would be 
very detrimental to a 
town that thrives on a 
vibrant and varied tourist 
industry for the sake of a 
few noise complaints.

What are the risks from germs lurking on toilet seats? More than you might think 


Mother might 
have been right 
after all when 
she told us 
never to sit on a 
public toilet seat 


Was Mother right when 
she advised to never sit 
on a public toilet seat? 

“How well do you know 
Toronto?" I once asked a 
newcomer to the city. 
“Well,” she replied, “I now 
know the location of the 
public toilets” 

This topic will not win 
the Noble Prize in 
Medicine, but it’s vital 
knowledge if you suffer 
from urinary or bowel 
problems. 

Vancouver believed it 
had solved the “pottie” 
fear by installing auto¬ 
mated toilets. But they 
proved we still need to 
teach humans to behave 
as well as pigs. 

The city tried to solve-

pottie paranoia by install¬ 
ing hi-tech potties. Touch 
a button and the door 
slides open, followed by 
voice instructions. Then, 
after each use, the facility 
is automatically cleaned 
and disinfected. In 2011 
they were used by 177,000 
people, but vandalized 
856 times. 

Homo sapiens also 
flush blue jeans, sweaters 
and T-shirts down the toi¬ 
let. Such human behav¬ 
iour may force the city to 
close these facilities. 


A farmer friend of mine 
is right. Pigs are cleaner 
than some humans, smart, 
make good pets, and 
never foul their environ¬ 
ment. Sure, pigs roll in 
mud, but that's to get rid 
of bacteria and funguses. 

But is it reasonable to 
be pottie paranoid? If you 
have this worry you're not 
alone. One survey showed 
that 30 percent of people 
“hold it” rather than use a 
public toilet. Another 40 
percent flush the toilet 
with their feet and 60 per¬ 
cent hover over it. 

Good sense obviously 
tells us that toilet seats 
are hardly the most 
hygienic areas. Moreover, 
scientific studies back up 
this concern. 

For instance, one 
report showed that 97 
percent of seats harbour 
bacteria that cause boils, 
81 percent germs that 
cause diphtheria and 
hepatitis, 39 percent bac¬ 
teria that cause sore 
throats and 19 percent 
infected with staphlococ- 


cus and salmonella bacte¬ 
ria associated with food 
poisoning. 

But can toilet seats 
transmit venereal dis¬ 
ease? It’s estimated that 
20 million North 
Americans have genital 
herpes. For years it’s been 
believed that the virus 
could only be picked up 
by sexual contact. 

But then Dr. Trudy 
Larsen, a researcher at 
the University of 
California, startled the 
scientific world. 

Her discovery will also 
not win the Noble Prize, 
but her simple experi- 

mon misconception. 

Larsen took samples 
from genital herpes 
lesions and placed them 
on a toilet seat. She also 
asked a patient with an 
open active lesion to sit 
on the seat for a few sec- 

Later that year, at a sci¬ 
entific meeting, she 
informed doctors that the 
herpes virus survived for 


at least four hours on the 
toilet seat. 

To further prove her 
point Dr. Larsen took 
samples of the virus from 
10 patients with active 
lesions. She then infected 
rubber gloves, instru¬ 
ments and dry gauze with 
the virus. They were all 
left in the open air and 
examined hours later. 

The results were shock¬ 
ing. It was formerly 
believed that the virus 
died quickly when 
exposed to room air. But 
the live herpes virus could 
be cultivated from rubber 
gloves after an hour, on 
instruments after 18 hours 
and 72 hours later from 
dry gauze. 

Another study at McGill 
University revealed that 
the Human Papilloma 
Virus has been detected 
on toilet seats. This is the 
virus that causes genital 
warts and is also present 
in 90 percent of cervical 
cancer patients. 

McGill researchers 
proved that an infected 


bottom isn’t the only way 

By placing dye in the 
toilet, and then flushing 
it, they found dye sprayed 
all over the seat. What 
goes in the bowl comes 
out of the bowl 

Another study showed 
that if men are standing at 
a urinal next to each other 
the spray can travel three 
feet. That’s also food for 
thought. 

So Mother was right 
about the pottie. And one 
woman passed along this 
practical advice. She said, 
"With pantyhose at my 
knees I hover over the toi¬ 
let, clutching my purse 
with my teeth, on high 
heels." Cirque Soleil 
would be proud of her. 

Now if we could only 
teach humans to behave 
like pigs.

"It has been described 
as a disease of many losses, 
robbing a person of their 
mind and taking them away 
from their loved ones," 
said Miller.

This 
means that someone in 
Canada will develop 
dementia every two min¬ 
utes, an alarming increase 
from one every five minutes 
currently, he told council-

Each year, two Niagara 
Rotary clubs send money 
to South Africa to help 
children who have been 
abused, neglected and 
either abandoned or 
orphaned. 

Some are HIV, some 
orphaned by AIDS, all of 
them with nowhere to go 
except a sanctuary of nine 
homes on a site named 
Ikhayalethemba Village, 
meaning ‘home of hope! 

One of those homes is 
Adrie's House of Hope, 
named after NOTL busi¬ 
nessman Adrie deLaat, 
who visited South Africa 
with his wife Ruth in 
2001. 

He was touched by the 
plight of the children he 
met there, and by a loving 


woman by the name of 
Mama Lumka who had 
begun providing care for 
some of these children in 
her home. 

When Adrie died in 
2003, the NOTL Rotary 
Club, which he had been a 
member of while he lived 
here and owned Valu- 
mart on Queen Street, and 
the Lincoln club, which 
he joined after he sold the 
store and retired, joined 
together to establish the 
home in his name, which 
provides a safe home for 
eight or more children. 

Ruth has been back 
once since her original 
trip, in 2008, with one of 
her daughters. 

The village has grown 
since then, she says. 

Within the sanctuary, 
staff and volunteers work 
toward sustainability, 


skills for independence i 
the children, with on-site 
chicken coops, vegetable 
gardens and a bakery and 
training centre. 

The children are nur¬ 
tured and provided with 
counseling, tutoring and 
health care. 


The two Niagara Rotary 
clubs send operating 
funds every six months, 
and other smaller dona¬ 
tions throughout the 
year—it's a challenge, says 
Ruth, to keep up with the 
needs of so many children 
who require assistance. 

An upcoming fundrais¬ 
er that features an evening 
of food, wine, and music 
with a South African 
theme is being held at the 
community centre 
Saturday, Oct. 20 at 7 p.m.
